2wof the Tumults and great Ryots which then lately before had happened, and were privily fomented in ſeverall parts of the 
Kingdom againſt the Receipts of the Exciſe; and the ſame neccflity tor continuance thereof lying ill upon the Parliament, 
and the Tumu)ts and Ryots in oppoſition thereunto gather being increaſed then ſuppreſſed ; The ſaid Lords and Commons can- 
notbur deeply reſent the great negle& of the Authgity of Parliament amongſt the people ; and if they ſhall concinue in this: 
ipbſtinacy,ſhal be enforced upon ſuch Remedies,as ſh ſpeedily bring the Contemners thereof unto condign and exemplary pu 
niſhment:But theydo hope all welaffeQed perſons wilafter publication of this preſent Declaration,and u pon review ot the laid 
Declaration of the 2 2 of February, 1646. before. mentioved, which therefore they have ordered to be re-printed and publiſhed 
therewith, be ſo ſenſible of their own paſt miſcarriages, and lo fully ſatisfied of the Parliaments intentions in the continuance of 
theſe Receipts, that they will preſently conform unto tac payment of all Duties of Exciſe, due or payable by all and every of 
them,according.to the Ordinances of Parliament,and not divert the Parliament from thoſe great affairs tor the t=trlement of the 
'Peace of the whole Kingdom, upon which they Fe at preſent engaged, by enforcing them to ſuch courſes for vindica ting the au= 
thority of their Ordinances, as muſt needs bindgt che Parliament in this great Work, but will alſo bee (evercly accompred for, 
with che caulers thereof : ' For as this Duty is byexperience found to be the moſt eafie and equall way, both in relation co the 
Propleand to-the Publick, ſo the Lords and Cqumons are reſolved, through all opoſition whatloever,to in(itt upon the due col 
Ic&ion thereof : But when-it ſhall pleaſe God Þ enable them to {ettle the Peace of the Ki ngdom.,and to overcome the Engage» 
'ments & occaſions thereofin'ſome good meaſure. chey do hereby again Declare, That they wilthen mike it appear to the whole 
*world.bow much more ready'they are to caſe the People ot this Charge, then they'ever could be willing to impole the lame. 
'T And for the ſpeedy re-eſtabliſhing of this Receipt according to the Ordinances of Parliament,or the more Vigorons carrying 
$a thereof: The faid Lords and Commons doe hereby require ang enjoyn the Commiliioners ot Exciſe, their Sub-Commiſſio- 
rs,ColleQors and Officers forthwith to apply themſelves in allparts throughout the KingJom, to the due ColleQion of the 
Exciſe by ſeverall Ordinances continued ; whqein, as they are hpreby required to provide, as far asconveniently ma y be, for 
Ahecaſe of the People in theirrepair and Trav unto ſuch placeyas they ſhall through every Hundred or Wapentake appoint 
Sr the vringngeo ofthis Daty ; ſo in caſe of eglect of appearagce, all perſons are tb take notice, That ifan y farther Charge 
wor trouble befall them, it ariſeth from their op default,and ſo mult expe no other relief; but to be proceeded againſt accor-.
